The evolution of civilization has been a gradual 
one and for that reason we are apt to feel that the 
familiar conditions under which we live and work 
today are normal ones for a human being. A few 
minutes thought, however, and we know this is not 
true. Everyone knows that we abuse our teeth by 
the unnatural conditions we impose on them. Per- 
haps, by the same token, we are misusing our eyes 
today. 


Man’s Work Has Changed 





Consider under what circumstances our bodies 
and eyes evolved for hundreds of thousands of 
years. Until not so. many years ago man used his 
eyes almost entirely for viewing objects out-of- 
doors. Most of the tasks he did involved long range 
vision with no severe tolerances — hunting, skin- 
ning a bear, or weaving a cloth with raw-hide 
thongs were typical tasks. Today, however, the 
one-sixteenth inch tolerances, to which our ances- 
tors worked, have been replaced by the one-ten- 
thousandths of an inch tolerances of our modern 
work-world. 


Eye Tasks are More Difficult 


Today we live indoors for the most part. We 
work in offices, factories, stores and homes. Our 
modern life requires us to use our eyes, which were 
formed for seeing at a range of 20 feet or more, for 
close concentration over long periods of time on 
small objects less than an arm’s length away. We 
must read books, magazines and newspapers to 
keep up with our modern times. We work at type- 
writers, sewing machines, drafting boards, lathes, 





and concentrate on other intricate details in fac- 
tory, office and home. We pore over facts and fig- 
ures in correspondence, files, plans or account 
books. Nor is that the end of the day’s work for 
the eyes. 


Eye Tasks Have Been Lengthened 


Our ancestors’ work-day was governed by the sun. 
They rose at dawn, worked throughout the day and 
when night came they went to bed. Consequently, 
their eyes received the rest they required. Contrast 
this with the present. Today, we not only use our 
eyes in the performance of our daily activities, but 
we also use them many hours each evening to read 
the evening paper, a favorite book, or attending the 
movies. It has been estimated that we use our eyes 
one-third longer than did our ancestors. 


We give the eyes light to see by but almost never 
enough light for them to see easily, quickly, and 
comfortably. The reason for this shortage of light- 
ing may be attributable to a lack of knowledge of 
the part light plays in conserving human eyes and 
human energy. Until the true value of light is 
recognized, lighting will never emerge from its 
primitive state and the work of the world will con- 
tinue to be done under levels of illumination that 
are pitifully inadequate. 


Controlled Light 


If modern civilization has placed severe burdens 
upon our eyes, it is only natural that we look about 
for some means of overcoming or at least lessening 
these burdens. This immediately brings us to a 
consideration of the process of seeing and we find 
that seeing involves not only the eyes, but also the 
task and the light. 


Good lighting aids defective eyes even more than it does normal eyes 
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Obviously we can do very little about the task 
itself. If we are working at a lathe, that’s our liveli- 
hood and we must continue to work there. If we 
are transcribing from a shorthand book, we must 
continue to keep our eyes on the task. 


Also, if our eyes are normal or have been given 
normal vision through the use of glasses, there is 
practically nothing more that can be done to them 
to make the seeing job easier. It is the primary field 
of the eye specialist to make eyes or vision as near 
perfect as possible. But he cannot make a perfect 
eye better. True, we can use magnifying glasses or 
microscopes to make small details appear larger but 
this often introduces other complications and is not 
practical for our every-day work. 


SEEING ALWAYS INVOLVES THREE ELEMENTS 
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While we do not have much control over the 
seeing-task and we cannot make good eyes better 
we do have complete control over the light we pro- 
vide. How important, therefore, to study the ef- 
fects of this one factor that we control. How im- 
portant to know how much light we should have 
and how much light we are actually getting. 


Measured Light 


Today there is no more need to depend on our 
eyes to guess about light than there is on our sense 
of feeling to guess about temperature. True, the 
human eye is a marvelous organ, almost unap- 
proachable in sensitivity by an optical instrument. 
But the new General Electric Light Meter, while it 
will not respond as the eye will to a candle-light 
a mile away, is a better and more dependable mea- 
suring device.

The human eye is not concerned with measuring 
but with seeing. The Light Meter is only interested 
in measuring and indicating with great sensitivity 
significant differences in levels of illumination. 


The Light Meter reading is instantaneous and 
simple. You see with your own eyes as indicated 
by a pointer and a scale, how light is actually fluctu- 
ating from minute to minute and from place to 
place. 


The Meter really approves or condemns seeing 
conditions instantly. It should be the constant com- 
panion of everyone interested in the conservation 


of eyesight. 


Daylight Outdoors 





On a bright sunshiny day, if we were to measure 
the illumination in the direct sunlight in a play- 
ground we would find anywhere from 8,000 to 
10,000 footcandles. In the shade of a tree the 
meter would record at least 500 footcandles. 


It takes three times as much light to read a newspaper with the same ease as it does a well-printed book

As we approach this school building, or any 
building, however, the illumination decreases very 
rapidly because the large structure cuts off part of 
the sky area from which the light comes. When 
we go inside the classroom and give each student 


an

in the first row of desks a Light Meter, we find that 
the farther away from the window one goes, the 
fewer the footcandles available. In 20 feet the level 
of illumination decreases from 90 footcandles to 5 
footcandles, thus unfairly penalizing those students 
whose desks are farthest from the windows. The 
same condition obtains in an office or factory. 


Eyes Are Being Worn Out Too Soon 


The eyes of mankind, far from being allowed to 
wear out naturally, are being goaded into a rapid 
decline. Our modern civilization not only forces us 





to do close visual work during must of our working 
hours, but has brought us indoors to do it by the 
merest fraction of the light we enjoyed outdoors 
where our eyes developed. The result of such eye- 
strain over a period of years is responsible for the 





increasing prevalence of defective vision as we grow 
older. The accompanying chart shows the per- 
centage of eye defects found among industrial 
workers for several different age groups. 


Most of us are born with good eyes, just as good 
as our lungs, our hearts, our limbs. Yet the chart 
shows us that if the author is right who says “Life 
Begins at Forty’ most of us are off to a poor start 
when it comes to eyes. 
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There has been a lot done on dental hygiene. It 
is taught in schools. It is written about copiously 
in books. Yet, compared with eyes, in importance, 
of what value are teeth? If teeth get bad we can 
have them pulled out and false ones put in their 
place. And even with that makeshift, we can get 
along fairly well. But when it comes to eyes, while 
we can replace them with mechanical ones which 
may look almost the same, nothing can be done to 
restore lost vision. 


If teeth are so important, and they are, then how 
much more important are eyes. If we were to trans- 
late eye defects into leg defects, what a pitiful sight 
our streets would be. Every other person would 
either be on crutches or be using a cane, being 
wheeled in a chair, or clattering along on a wooden 
leg. Appalling? Certainly. And yet this needless 
sacrifice goes on year after year. 


To substantiate the conclusion that our genera- 
tion is wearing out its eyes too soon, the above 
chart is offered. It classifies workers according to 
age and gives the percentage of eye defects found 
in each group. 


Prescribing Light Scientifically 


Seeing tasks vary in their severity. Transcribing 
from a shorthand book is a difficult seeing task for 
the stenographer, but do we know whether that 
task is as difficult as looking for blemishes in a cast- 
ing or sewing on dark goods with black thread? 


Poor lighting is one of the causes of near-sightedness 
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We do, thanks to the recently developed Luckiesh- 
Moss Visibility Meter. This instrument enables the 
lighting specialist to accurately judge how difficult 
it is to see a particular object and to specify foot- 
candles, for the first time, upon a rational and con- 
sistent basis. The meter is calibrated in two scales. 
One shows the number of footcandles that must be 
provided on an object if that object is to be seen 
with the same ease as one reads 8-point black type 
under 10 footcandles of illumination. The second 
scale permits the operator to compare the relative 
difficulty of seeing a number of different objects. 
It may be said of the Visibility Meter that it is the 
first instrument to take footcandle recommenda- 
tions out of the empirical practice of the past and 
place them on the firm scientific basis of the Science 
of Seeing. 


More Light Conserves Eyes 


Tests made on a group of operators in the statis- 
tical department of a large business organization 
definitely established the fact that good lighting 
aids in the conservation of eyesight. 


In making this test Dr. M. Luckiesh and Frank 
K. Moss of the Lighting Research Laboratory of 
the General Electric Co. at Nela Park had one 
group of Pree working under 8 footcandles of 
general lighting while another group worked under 
a supplementary system producing 60 footcandles 
of illumination; the following day they would 
alternate the operators. Tests were made at the be- 
ginning and the end of the day by means of a special 
instrument for measuring ocular fatigue. This in- 
strument consists of a pair of prisms that rotate in 
opposite directions. The subject places her right 
eye at the prism, keeping both eyes open and fixates 
upon the test object, a small capital letter “E’’, 14

inches from the eye. When the subject is comfort- 
ably positioned she opens an electrical circuit by 
means of a key which brings into play a magnetic 
clutch and rotates the prism. When the power of 
the prism overcomes the converging power of the 
eye the image splits into two, one for each eye. At 
the instant of splitting the subject depresses the key 
thus returning the prism to zero position ready for 
the next observation. This was repeated 20 times. 
These tests indicated that the eye muscles were 
three times as fatigued when the day’s work was 
done under the lower levels of illumination as they 
were when it was done under the higher level. 


More Light Conserves Energy 


When we lift something of heavy weight we do 
not lift it with our fingers alone. On the contrary, 
hands, arms and back get in on the work and we 
tire our whole body. 


We do not see with our eyes only — we see with 
our entire body. Heart, muscles, nerves — all are a 
part of the seeing machine. We can understand 
this very easily if we consider the every-day expe- 
rience of driving an automobile. If you drive your 
car 20 miles on a clear day over a good stretch of 
road you aren't the least bit fatigued after the drive. 
But, take that same drive at night with darkness 
around you and a heavy fog on the road and con- 
trast your feelings at the end of 20 miles. You’re 
all tired out. You know you have been doing some 
real work and yet the only difference has been in 
the lighting. In the first instance with good light 
around you, you saw without any great amount of 
effort. In the second case you grasped that wheel, 
tensed every muscle, and used up a tremendous 
amount of energy in doing what? — trying to see. 


95% of all people over 60 have defective vision. Light is a great aid to these 
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In testing this in the Lighting Research Labora- 
tory, Luckiesh and Moss selected a group of sub- 
jects, seated them at a table containing an inclined 
rack for holding the book and instructed them to 
read naturally and steadily. The subject was also 
instructed to rest two or three fingers of the left 
hand naturally and comfortably upon a large flat 
knob of a concealed key and depress this key firmly 
as he read the last word on each page. What the 
subject did not know, however, was that those mak- 
ing the test were not interested at all in having this 
button pushed at the end of each page. That button 
was a subterfuge. What they actually wished to 
know was the amount of pressure exerted by the 
hand all of the time the reading was being done. 
This test showed that the higher the illumination 
the greater the relaxation and the less the pressure, 
and that when the subject read under 100 foot- 
candles the tension was only about two-thirds as 
much as when he read under one footcandle. 


More Light Helps the Visually Handicapped 


Good lighting balances the inequalities in the 
performance of human beings. Fast workers with 
normal vision are enabled to produce more useful 
work when provided with good lighting, while 
poor workers and those with sub-normal vision 
receive even greater assistance from good lighting. 
This is not surmise, as evidenced by the following 
table which shows the results of an interesting 
laboratory experiment in which the level of illumi- 
nation was raised from 3 to 12 footcandles.

But More Light is Just Part of the Story 


Whether we work or play, provision is always 
made for light and air. Those things we must have 


to get along. More light, however, is only one of 
the factors that can and must be controlled by the 
lighting specialist if a good seeing environment is 
to result. Quality, control, direction and surround- 
ings play an important part in the correct solution 
of a lighting problem and are deserving of intelli- 
gent consideration. 





Probably the most apparent and at the same time 
most vicious factor of quality is that of glare. It 
is not comfortable to look at the sun when it is 
high in the heavens. Neither is it comfortable to 
look at a sheet of water glistening in the bright 
sunshine. In looking directly at the sun you en- 
counter direct glare. In looking at the sheet of 
water under the bright sunlight you encounter re- 
flected glare. Both uncomfortable and you instinc- 
tively turn your eyes away from them. 


The worker, however, cannot look away from 
his tasks. To perform them he must look at them 
even though the unshielded bulb in his line of 
vision may be uncomfortably bright and is annoy- 
ingly reflected into his eyes by the polished surface 
he may be working on. 


So the illuminating engineer of today recognized 
that supplying light, of the right quality for com- 
fortable eye work, is as important as supplying 
light of the right quantity. 


The following pages offer a list of the many 
vehicles available for transforming raw light into 
sight saving illumination.

How Much Light is Enough? 


There is no danger of obtaining too much 
light under modern sources of artificial illu- 
mination, properly applied. The best lighting 
systems supply really meager light compared 
to the intensities of daylight. This is apparent 
when we compare 5 to 10 foot candles, aver- 
age indoor values with 500 to 10,000 foot 
candles of outdoor daylight. 


The eye will function and distinguish ob- 
jects under an intensity of less than one foot 
candle. To avoid premature aging of the eyes 
and needless expenditure of nervous energy, 
it is necessary to provide more light than just 
enough for seeing. This can be economically 
done today because of the progress the elec- 
tric industry has made. The cost of energy, 
equipment and lamps has been constantly de- 
creasing and their efficiency has been materi- 
ally increased. 


The desirable quantity of light for any par- 
ticular installation depends upon actual con- 
ditions such as the accuracy of the operation, 
the fineness of the detail to be observed, the 
color of goods worked on or handled, and, in 
the case of stores, the advertising value result- 
ing from the attractiveness of a well-lighted 
interior. 


Many installations supplying 25 to 50 foot 
candles of general lighting are now in use 
with supplementary illumination of from 100 
to 250 foot candles. These have proved to be 
profitable and practical as it is found the 
benefits derived more than offset the slight 
additional cost of operating such a system. 


Any factory, store or office manager look- 
ing for noticeable results from lighting im- 
provements should plan to provide at least 
double the amount of light now in service. 
Any expense for new lighting equipment is 
only justified when an appreciable advance is 
made in the amount of light provided.

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Method of Solving Lighting Problems 


Step 1— Spacing Layout 

Sketch the Floor Plan of the room to be lighted and 
arrange outlet spacing symmetrically with respect to bays, 
columns, or other architectural features. Table I gives the 
usual spacing as well as the maximum allowable spacing for 
various ceiling heights, assuming the units are mounted as 
high as possible. 

Determine actual area per outlet and apply in Table III.

The efficient and economical production ot 
light requires wiring of sufficient capacity to 
carry energy from the service switch to the 
lamp socket without excessive voltage drop. 
Loss of energy in the circuit and uncertainty 
in the voltage available at the lamp socket 
when the lighting is in use result from voltage 
drop, and are of serious import if the drop ts 
great. 


The maintenance of a fairly uniform out- 
put of light from a lamp can only be obtained 
if the voltage drop is limited to a relatively 
few percent. 


A change of one percent in the voltage de- 
livered at the lamp socket changes the candle- 
power of the lamp several percent. A 115-volt 
lamp burned at 110 volts will produce but 
86% of its normal light output and for each 
watt consumed at 110 volts it produces 8% 
less light than it would for each watt used at 
115 volts. If the 5 volt differential resulted 
from poor wiring instead of the improper se- 
lection of lamps, a 12% loss in efficiency, or 
lumens per watt, would result. 


In order to avoid a reduction in light out- 
put the wiring drop should not excecdio 7, 
and at least part of this drop should be com- 
pensated for by a service entrance voltage 
that is maintained a few volts higher than the 
labeled voltage of the lamps. 


An analysis of the cost of producing light 
with different amounts of voltage drop indi- 
cates the economy of providing sufficient cop- 
per to bring the drop down to at least three 
percent. The cost of energy, the cost per outlet 
for wiring with different sizes of wire, the num- 
ber of hours use per year of the lighting in- 
stallation and the size and cost of the lamps 
used, all enter into the problem. Voltage 


drop, resulting from poor wiring, represents 
a loss of energy that has to be paid the same 
as if it were consumed by the lamps. Further- 
more, if this voltage drop contributes to the 
undervoltage operation of the lamps, the re- 
duced efficiency of light production must also 
be charged against poor wiring. When lamps 
are operated undervoltage, the operating ex- 
pense is reduced, because the lamps consume 
less energy and have a decreased rate of re- 
placement. The reduction in light output is 
greater than the reduction in operating cost, 
so the cost per unit of light is increased 
above that which it would be if the lamps 
were run fully up to their labeled voltage. 

In wiring a building that is to render ser- 
vice for a number of years, provision should 
be made for a probable increase in electrical 
requirements, by providing more wiring ca- 
pacity than is actually required for present 
needs. Levels of illuminaton have been 
steadily increasing and will undoubtedly con- 
tinue to do so as people become conscious of 
the relation of lighting to visual sense; the 
dominant factor in human behavior and the 
one responsible for most of their usefulness, 
happiness and comfort. 

For general lighting, there should, in gen- 
eral, be one branch circuit for each 400 
square feet or less of working space or rent- 
able area. No wire smaller than No. 12 should 
be used in branch circuits. If the run from the 
panelboard to the first outlet is over 50 feet, 
No. 10 wire or larger should be used in this 
part of the circuit. The initial watts per cir- 
cuit should not exceed 1000. 

Runs exceeding 100 feet from. the panel- 
board to the first outlet should be avoided 
wherever practicable by relocation or addition 
to panelboards.

Holophane Light Control 


The name HOLOPHANE has always been synonymous 
with high efficiency in light direction. The reason for

The exceptional ability 
of Holophane to control light and to direct it can be 
easily appreciated when thought is given to the simple 
yet effective means employed. 


How to Control Light 


Bare lamps give a light distribution like this— 





This uncontrolled distribution of light is wasteful— 

1. Because half of the light is transmitted upward at 
non-useful angles; much of which is lost. 

2. Because a large part of the other half (the down- 
ward light) is not directed at proper angles to reach 
the work area. 

3. Because when bare lamps are used, too high a per- 
centage of the raw light reaches the eye direct re- 
sulting in glare and making it difficult to see. 


Bare lamps are seldom used now but there are many 
lighting fixtures which are little if any better than bare 
lamps in light directing characteristics. An enclosing 
globe of uniform texture, for example, does not redirect 
light. It merely diffuses or scatters it in all directions. 
It may be pleasing in appearance but it does not improve 
the lighting value. The light has been diffused but the 
distribution has not been controlled. 

The most exact means known to science for controlling 
the direction of light is the glass prism. When a ray of 
light enters or leaves a glass prism it is bent at an angle 
depending on the angle of the prism and the angle of 
striking the glass; something like this— 





Refraction Total Reflection 


There are definite physical laws which govern these 
angles of light ray bending (called refraction) well 
known to science and to Holophane lighting specialists. 
By varying the shape of the prism and the relation in po- 
sition of this prism to the lamp filament, light can be 
directed in any desired direction. The prism can be made 
to bend the light ray so that it travels directly backward. 


This is called “total reflection” and such prisms in 
Holophane units divert the light from non-useful to 
useful directions. Careful and precise engineering and 
manufacture enable Holophane to design prisms which 
will turn back more of the light rays than by any other 
method. Since it is not desirable to make this reflection 
total, in the design of reflector units a small portion of 
the ray is permitted to pass through the prism to relieve 
contrast and to provide adequate diffusion. 


Every Holophane unit employs these principles and 
utilizes prismatic designs to obtain the types of units and 
the distribution of light shown in this catalog. 

It is important to realize that REFLECTION and RE- 
FRACTION are accomplished INSIDE the glass prism 
and not by exposed surface action. The efficiency of a 
surface reflector depends on the permanence of the re- 
flecting surface. If the surface deteriorates, the efficiency 
suffers proportionately and PERMANENTLY. 


Holophane Suffers NO PERMANENT DEPRECIATION 


Referring to the figure illustrating total reflection, 
whenever this type of light control is employed the 
prisms are so arranged that the face of the prism through 
which the light ray enters is on the inside of the light 
director and is therefore least subject to dust accumula- 
tion. The redirecting action takes place on the inner face 
of the prism sides, and dust which falls on the outside 


of these prism faces DOES NOT IMPAIR THE LIGHT- 
REFLECTING QUALITIES. 

The inside surface of the lighting unit provides an 
entirely smooth surface from which dust is easily re- 
moved. Every time a Holophane unit is cleaned* it re- 
gains its initial efficiency.

A face plate which holds the Controlens. This 
fastens to the roughing box by special concealed 
hinges and screws and frames the plaster opening 
at the plaster line. 


Lamps in these units are burned either vertically or 
horizontally depending on the depth of the roughing 
boxes. 


Semi-Exposed — where a part of the unit is recessed 
and the remainder is exposed (see below). This type 
is chosen generally because of a lack of sufficient 
depth in ceiling for complete recessing or the desire 
for more ornamentation in the lighting system. 


The two piece construction previously described 
under FLUSH UNITS is provided and is recom- 
mended to facilitate installation and maintenance but 
one piece construction is also available.

3. Exposed Units — where the equipment is mounted 
directly on the ceiling with no part or only an outlet 
box being recessed (see below). This type is used 
generally where recessed construction is not structur- 
ally possible. It provides a fine opportunity for orna- 
mentation of varying degrees. 


ORNAMENTATION: 


Ornamentation may be applied to any of the designs shown in the 
following sketches in a number of different ways. Louvers and fins 
of all sizes and shapes may be added to the exposed and semi- 
exposed unit at will. Plated finishes or colored spray finishes of 
all kinds are available. The design of the face plates can be easily 
altered to include a border or borders of contrasting glass, Many 
stock moulding frames are available for decorative treatment of 
the metal work.

Selecting the Correct Reflector 


It is easy to determine the proper reflector to use from 
the table at the right. First, locate in the left column, 
“Height,” the height above the floor at which the reflec- 
tors will be mounted. Next, in the second column find 
the depth from front to back of your window. Now, move 
along this line to the column under “Height of Back- 
ground or Display” corresponding to that of your win- 
dow.

Easy to Determine Wattage and Area per Outlet 


WO types of light-control (distributing and semi- 

concentrating, as shown above), are provided by X-Ray 
General Lighting Reflectors. Several sizes in both types pro- 
vide a range of from 60 to 1500 watts. 


The entire room will generally be divided into bays 
(smaller areas) determined by building construction (divid- 
ing beams, columns, etc.). To determine the proper reflector 
and wattage requires only three steps: 


1. Intensity of light required. (See Illumination Standards 
Table at the right.) 


2. Spacing between units determines area lighted from each 
outlet. With distributing reflectors, spacing should not 
exceed 114 times the mounting height. With semi- 
concentrating reflectors, spacing should not exceed % 
of the mounting height. 


3. Wattage of each outlet. At left of chart below locate 
figure that approximates your area. Follow this line 
across (right) to the junction of vertical line corres- 
ponding to “foot-candle” intensity you required. Curved 
line nearest this point indicates wattage required with 
catalog number of both distributing and concentrating 
reflector.

MAKING A LAYOUT 


The following suggestions will prove helpful in 
planning an indirect lighting installation using 
pendant luminaires. 


First, determine the Foot Candle intensity re- 
quired. (Consult Standards of Illumination table 
for the proper intensity for each interior.) Second, 
see table below for approximate area per outlet 
and the wattage necessary to produce that intensity.

Third, determine location of outlets. Struc- 
tural features such as arrangement of columns 
and beams and height of ceiling must be consid- 
ered in outlet spacing. 


For best lighting results, the color of the ceil- 
ing should be Ivory, White, or Light Cream in 
a mat finish. The upper walls should preferably 
be light in color as this has a direct bearing on 
the efficiency of the lighting system.

With the heavy and annually increasing use of the 
highways by motorists, a widespread demand has arisen 
for the brilliant lighting of service stations, roadside 
stands, etc. This demand is completely met by flood- 
lighting, which not only serves the convenience of 
tourists but conspicuously and favorably advertises the 
business and location. In addition to floodlights using 
Mazpa lamps, General Electric now offers projectors 
which use both incandescent and mercury lamps, and 
give an unusually distinctive and attractive light.

They present a charm quite dif- 
ferent from their appearance by day. In the same way, 
brilliant effects may be obtained in connection with 
Christmas lighting and decorative illumination for fes- 
tival occasions.

Farms, Barns, Chicken Houses, Orchards, etc. 


Floodlighting such buildings and locations guards 
against mischief-makers, thieves, and prowlers, and pro- 
tects farm property in general. The convenience 
afforded by the floodlighting of farmyards and out- 
buildings is an obvious advantage to the farmer and his 
family. 


Kittenball, Baseball, Soccer, and Tennis 


Most people have no time during the day to attend 
ball games and athletic meets. In order to enable them 
to witness or participate in such events, parks and ath- 
letic fields are now being floodlighted. The increase in 
the use of the tennis courts and park facilities, or the 
additional revenue from gate receipts, will justify the 
expense of installation and operation. Floodlights may 
be mounted on poles adjacent to the grounds or on top 
of the stands and buildings near by. 


Gun Clubs, Driving Ranges, and Bowling Greens 


Nearly every municipality has its clubs or small com- 
mercial enterprises which afford the people recreation. 
Floodlighting makes such places doubly attractive. The 
use of floodlighting projectors, which are readily port- 
able, obviates the necessity of complicated wiring for 
a number of small units and simplifies and expedites 
installation and transfer of equipment.

Winter Sports 


G-E floodlighting projectors have been found especi- 
ally adaptable for lighting winter carnivals, toboggan 
slides, and skating, hockey, and curling rinks. As the 
units can be mounted at a considerable distance from the 
area that is being used, there is no need of poles, which 
are often dangerous obstructions. 
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Method of Solving Floodlighting Problems 


Unfortunately, it is not possible to give general form- 
ulas which will cover all application—to say that this 
floodlight, or that one, will have a ‘working distance” of 
so many feet. Too many factors may vary—the area to 
be lighted, the intensity of light needed, the reflection 
factor of the surface to be lighted, and the possible loca- 
tions for the floodlights. The accompanying tables will 
be found to be a helpful guide in making general com- 
putations. Occasionally problems will arise which can- 
not be solved by any simp!e methods; for these cases, the 
services of our floodlighting specialists are always avail- 
able. 


Power Requirements 


An approximate estimate of the power required may be 
found by allowing 0.15 of a watt per square foot of sur- 
face per foot-candle of intensity. Recommended foot- 
candle intensities will be found in the tables on the 
opposite page. 


EXAMPLE: Find the approximate power 
necessary for the floodlighting of a light- 
gray limestone building, 50 by 150 feet, on 
a white way. Area, 7500 square feet. The 
table shows a recommended intensity of 20 
foot-candles. 

Power=0.15 X 20 X 7500=22.5 kw. 


Selection of Projector 


The selection of the projector involves the adequacy 
of the floodlight beam to cover the surface to be lighted. 
The pattern of this beam on the surface depends upon 
the distance of the floodlight from the surface, the angle 
that the axis of the beam makes with this surface, and 
the spread of the beam. The beam dimensions, in de- 
grees, are given for all our floodlighting projectors; also, 
a multiplying factor (F) is given, which, when multiplied 
by the distance of the projector from the surface, gives 
the diameter of the beam pattern on that surface, pro- 
vided the beam is directed perpendicularly to the sur- 
face. In cases where the beam axis is not perpendicular 
to the surface to be lighted, the beam pattern can best 
be determined graphically, actually outlining it on a 
plan or elevation drawing. 


In this manner, a projector may be selected which sat- 
isfies the requirements of coverage. To determine the 
number of projectors needed, use this formula: 


! area X foot-candles 
No. of projectors = 
beam lumens of one projector 


Where the beam pattern exceeds the surface area, it is 
necessary to increase the number of projectors to make 
up for the light which is wasted. 


Several combinations of projector, door glass, reflector, 
and lamp will often be found to be suitable. The least 
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expensive combination of these should be used. This 
will usually be the combination which gives the largest 
beam pattern that does not exceed the surface area. 


Color 


Floodlights equipped with colored door glass have 
their lumen output reduced by the additional absorp- 
tion of this glass. The transmission factors for colored 
door glasses are: 


Red tcc eee nee eeretre ee 15 
Amber sentence eee 50

The transmission factor for a particular color, when 
multiplied by the beam lumens of a projector, gives 
the beam lumens of the projector with a door glass of 
that color. Thus, the beam lumens for the AL-30 pro- 
jector with a plain, clear door glass is 3796, while for 
the same projector with a red door glass the rating is 
3796 times 0.15, or 570. 


Associated with the color problem is that of heating. 
The light absorbed by a colored door glass is converted 
into heat, and thereby raises the temperature of the 
colored glass greatly above that of a clear glass. To 
keep the operating temperature of colored door glass 
within a safe range, it is sometimes necessary to limit 
the size of lamp allowable with colored door glass. 
Where such limitations are necessary, allowable sizes 
of lamps are listed with the description of the projector. 


Incandescent Lamps 


Many of our floodlights are designed to accommodate 
either general-service or floodlighting Mazpa lamps. The 
floodlighting lamp has a more concentrated filament 
than the general-service lamp and therefore lends itself 
to the formation of a more sharply defined and narrower 
beam. However, this characteristic is obtained at a sacri- 
fice in lamp life, a limitation in burning position, and a 
higher lamp cost. The floodlighting Mazpa lamp should 
therefore be used only when the application requires 
a narrow beam of high maximum candlepower. 


In the opén-type floodlight the lamp is exposed to the 
elements, and there is a possibility of its being damaged 
when rain or snow strikes the heated bulb. This hazard 
is minimized by the use of hard-glass lamps. It is there- 
fore recommended that such lamps be used in open-type 
floodlights. 


Color plates are frequently used with clear door glasses. 
These plates may be fitted into enclosed-type projectors 
by means of clips provided in the units for this purpose. 
They are particularly adapted to installations where it is 
desired to change colors periodically.

These 
metallic deposits, approximately 1/5000ths of an inch in 
thickness, are firmly sealed to the glass and will not chip 
or peel off. 

This process is the result of years of experimentation 
and testing. Other coatings were found to chip or peel off.

Metallic caps, because of different expansion 
coefficients, were found either to break the 
heated bulb or to permit dust accumulation 
between the cap and the glass, thereby nullifying the 
purpose of the bowl covering. 

With the G.E. Silvered Bowl lamp, the reflecting sur- 
face stays on, and remains clean and bright. 


Cost 

In many lighting installations, reflector surfaces have 
deteriorated, and dirt has collected to such an extent that 
as much as 25%, or more, of the money spent for illumi- 
nation is wasted by the inability of the equipment to de- 
liver into the room all of the light which is produced by 
the lamps. 

That portion of the lighting bill represented by such 
losses, and also the money spent for cleaning fixtures, 
should be balanced against the added cost of lamps put 
through the silvering process.

If the efficiency of the fixture has deteriorated only 10%, the 
user of the regular lamp is paying 90 cents for current which de- 
livers him no light. This is one and a half times as much as the 
increased cost of using Silvered Bowl lamps.

Reflector Materials 


Reflecting Surfaces 


Scrupulous care must be exercised in manufactur- 
ing reflectors for the control of light. A given type 
unit must provide not only the correct distribution 
of light but the reflecting surface must be one that 
will provide proper efficiency and withstand depre- 
ciation of heat and atmosphere. It is also important 
that practically initial efficiency will be restored to 
the surface with cleaning. 


Consider a typical porcelain enamel reflector 
type. In production, the metal must be perfectly 
cleaned. The frit, of which the enamel is made, 
must be of the finest quality, properly ground and 
uniformly applied. Three separate coats of enamel 
are necessary, and after each, the reflector must be 
fired at uniformly maintained high furnace tem- 
peratures. 


Two reflectors may be identical in appearance, 
yet one may deliver ten percent more light than the 
other. Again, samples may deliver comparable 
initial efficiency, yet after a brief period of use one 
may depreciate far more rapidly than the other, or 
defy restoration of anything like initial efficiency 
by cleaning. 


When we consider that a loss of even ten percent 
in output efficiency will result in a loss, to the user, 
over a period of a single year, equaling as much as 
the purchase price of the reflector, the importance 
of quality becomes apparent. This applies particu- 
larly to the field of show-window lighting, indirect 
lighting, industrial reflectors, etc. The user’s best 
assurance of the most for his lighting dollar is the 
ability and experience of the manufacturer back of 
the product. 


Reflector Materials 


Among the many types of reflectors included in 
this book will be found ones made of silvered glass, 
prismatic glass, porcelain enamel and aluminum. 
Each of these basic materials has qualities ideal for 
producing reflector devices to fill specific needs. 
Highly satisfactory results will be obtained with the 
different types of equipment under the proper con- 
ditions of use. 


Recognizing a need for a reflector of pliable 
metal offering certain fabrication possibilities, in 


recent years there has been considerable develop- 
ment in the use of aluminum. The use of aluminum 
has, to a certain degree, been common for many 
years; but ordinary aluminum is readily oxidized, 
often losing thirty to fifty percent of its reflection 
value, on that account, in a few months. This and 
other difficulties have been overcome thru the de- 
velopment of a processed aluminum known as 
ALZAK, developed by the Aluminum Company of 
America. Only equipment bearing the trade name 
“ALZAK*” is made under this process. 


ALZAK Aluminum 


Aluminum that has been ALZAK processed has 
a clear, colorless, non-porous, protective aluminum- 
oxide film which completely encases the surface. 
This finish has a remarkable adherence to the metal 
and is extremely hard. It has unusual abrasion- 
resistance and ability to withstand repeated clean- 
ings with complete restoration of initial reflection 
efficiency. 


ALZAK is essentially non-tarnishing and is un- 
affected by temperatures met with in lighting prac- 
tice. It is made with specular (highly polished) sur- 
face suitable for use where a high degree of light 
control is required, or a diffuse (mat) surface suit- 
able for use where lighting is to be of a diffused 
character. This surface is resistant to corrosive con- 
ditions such as exposure to weather, it does not 
easily collect dirt but when necessary it may be 
readily cleaned with soap and water or Bon Ami 
if required. 


The initial reflection factor and efficiency of 
ALZAK is relatively high and the outstanding ad- 
vantage of this new development over the older 
methods of processing is permanence. This is best 
illustrated by a test in which an ALZAK surface 
was exposed to the weather for seven months. It 
was Cleaned from time to time. At the end of this 
period, its reflectivity was still 84%, which is the 
value it showed when it was originally made.
